Woman Starts to Tell of 
“Suspicious Actions” as 
Court Adjourns. 


DEFENSE SAYS PISTOL 
WAS OWNED BY TROUT 


Former Farm Hand Fails to 
Identify Robertson as Em- 
ployer’s Slayer. 


(By a Staff Correspondent.) 

Frederick, Md., Oct. 22.—The Mills 
murder trial was left high in the air 
here at 4:45 o’clock this afternoon when 
court was adj@urned until 9:30 o’clock 
tomorrow morning. 

Mrs. Bertha Mae Mills, widow of the 
murdered Edward L. Mills, Montgomery 
County dairy farmer, was on the wit- 
ness stand and had just said some- 
thing about hearing of “suspicious ac- 
tions,” the nature of which she did not 
reveal, when an objection was regis- 
tered and court was adjourned. 

H. Dorsey Etchison, counsel for Sam- 
uel T. Robertson, the Bethesda bulld- 
ing contractor, accused of first-degree 
murder, had asked Mrs. Mills in cross- 
questioning if she had told all she 
knew of the break of day shooting of 
her husband in a fjeld cn his farm 
July 7, 1927. 

Mrs. Mills replied that she had de- 
scribed all her actions and told all she 
Saw of the murder, but added a phrase 
about “suspicious actions.” 

To whom she was referring was not 
brought out before adjournment. If 
she is allowed, she may make herself 
clear on resuming her place on the 
Stand tomorrow morning. 

The first day of the trial, which ts 
expected to last a week. was given over 
to the selection of a jury, which was 
accomplished at* the ‘morning session, 
the delivery of opening statements oy 
the State and defense and the taking of 
testimony of several witnesses at the 
afternoon session. 

Son Also Testifies, 

Preceding Mrs. Mills on the witness 
stand were her son, Paul; Clarence H. 
Miles, a farm hand, the only eye- 
witness of the shooting; Joseph M. 
Starkey, Montgomery County surveyor; 
Theodore F. Bollten, a photographer; 
Dr. William T. Pratt, who performed the 
autopsy, and William R. Pumphrey, a 
Rockville undertaker. 

The testimony of Mrs. Mills, Paul 
Miils and Miles all was to the effect that 
the murder took place between 4:30 and 
5 o’clock on a foggy morning. Miles 
testified he saw a man approach Mills 
from a woody patch on the farm, say 
“good morning, Mr. Mills,” and then 
as the latter replied good morning, Mr 
——began shooting. 

The courtroom of the _ Frederick 
County Courthouse was filled nearly 
the entire day by residents of Fred- 
erick and a large group of Montgomery 
County farmers and citizens of the 
Rockville-Bethesda neighborhood, where 
both Mills and Robertson lived and 
where the murder was committed. 
Friends and relatives of both families 
were in court.

NEW BANDIT LEADER 
ACTIVE IN NICARAGUA 


Sandino Lieutenant Heads 
Gang to Keep Citizens 
From Voting.

A new “bandit gang” in Nicaragua 
under the leadership of Pedro Altami- 
rano, described as a trusted lieutenant 
of the rebel leader Sandino, is held re- 
sponsible for the recent murders of 
several Nicaraguan residents in a re- 
port made yesterday to Secretary of 
State Kellogg from Brig. Gen. Frank 
R. McCoy, president of the American 
electoral mission in Nicaragua. 

The report was brought here by Col. 
Francis Lejeune Parker, vice chairman 
of the electoral mission, who has just 
returned from Jinotega, the _ Nicar- 
aguan province where the murders 
were perpetrated. His report was made 
after un extensive investigation of Al- 
tamirano’s activities. 

The new bandit leader’s object, Col. 
Parker's report said, “is to terrorize in- 
habitants and, if possible, keep them 
from registering and from the elec- 
tion.”” The Nicaraguan election, to be 
held early in November, is to be su- 
pervised by the electoral mission with 
the aid of United States marines. 

The murders, the report disclosed, 
were committed at San Marcos and in 
several other small villages in Jino- 
tega, which region for a time was the 
center of Sandino’s activities. Other 
then mentioning that Altamirano was 
a “trusted Meutenant” of Sandino, the 
report gave no indication of whethe: 
Sandino was still active in Nicaragua 

The report went into detail about 
“the most revolting cruelty” of the 
murders, and told how Altamirano had 
released some of his captives ‘‘on the 
condition they spread the warning 
among other inhabitants that he, re- 
turning October 24, would kill all who 
attempted to vote November 4.” 

San Marcos is described by Col. 
Parker as an isolated village some 
miles from the nearest marine regis- 
tration } st precinct. 

Previous reports to the State De- 
partment from Brig. Gen. McCoy have 
indicated he expected the election to 
be held November 4 without serious 


difficulty. He has expressed confidence 
in the ability of the American marine

Supreme Court Refusal to

San Francisco, Oct. 22 (A.P.).—An 
old-time ‘‘desert rat,” George Campbell 
Carson, after years of litigation with 
copper companies over a patent used in 
smelting furnaces, is at last to reap a 
reward of millions from his invention, 
his attorneys said today. 

Refusal of the United States Supreme 
Court to review the decision of the 
Ninth Circuit Cov-t of Appeals in Car- 
son’s patent infringement case against 
the Anaconda and -ther copper compa- 
nies means, his attorneys said, that the 
one-time prospector and inventor is in 
a position to collect approximately $20,- 
000,000 from the companies. The in- 
vention claimed by Carson is said to be 
used almost universally in the copper 
industry. 

Carson _ ill not receive all the money 
expected to be recoverec however, as he 
was too poor to finance the litigation. 
and assigned his rights to the Carson 
Investment Co. in which a group ol! 
San Francisco capitalists are interested 
However, he is a stockholder, with the 
result that he will have a good share o! 
the potential millions. - | 

Attorneys for the inventor declared 
that Carson, who is 60 years old, would 
very soon be a multimillionaire. 

Carson’s suit against the Anaconda 
Copper Co. was begun in the United 
States District Court in Montena and 
decided against him. It was appealed 
and the circuit court sustained Carson

MAKES “FULL GARAGE,” 
PROSPERITY SLOGAN 


Candidate Confident He Will 
Win, He Says, After Talk 
With State Leaders.

Madison Square Garden, New York, 
Oct. 22.—Herbert Hoover closed his 
campaign in the East tonight with a 
smashing assault on Gov. Alfred £E. 
Smith’s program for handling prohible 
tion, farm relief anc water power. He 
did not mention him by name, but 
there was no doubt that the governor 
was his target. 

He charged that “our opponents” 
have abandoned the tenets of the Dem- 
ocratic party and now would turn to 
“State socialism” and beauracracy 
as a solution of these three issues. 

There has been presented t the 
American people, he said, a fundamene- 
tal principle—whether the country 
shall accept the paternalistic and de- 
structive program of the Democrats or 
hold fast to the policy of “rugged indi- 
vicualism” sponsored by the Republic- 
ans. : 

Hoover delivered this, the most force- 
ful speech of his campaign in Tex Rick- 
ard's new Madison Square Garden. de 
stood on a platform pitched near the 
spot where the prize ring usually 
stands, and no newly-crowned cham- 
pion ever precipitated such cheering 
and tumult. 


22,000 Shout Big Ovation. 


As he followed Vice President Charles 
G. Dawes to the microphone the 22,060 
men and women in the huge building 
leaped to their feet, waved tiny flags 
aloft and cheered him for fully 10 min- 
utes. And they stopped then only be- 
cause he begged them with his eyes and 
upraised hand to cease. 

Could this be the New York of “side- 
walks” fame, the admiring hometown 
of Al Smith? Hoover must have found 
it hard to believe that it was. 

Senator George H. Moses, of New 
Hampshire, had been warned that 
Democratic hecklers would try to hafrats 
Hoover, but nothing like this happened. 

A man in the gallery yelled “Hurray 
for Ai Smith” early in the rally and 
a minute later found himself out on 
the sidewalk. It was reported that a 
number of mer had planned to cheer 
for Smith, but lost their nerve in the 
face of such rampant Republicanism. 

Hoover wore the look of a man con- 
fident of victory as he lashed away at 
Gov. Smith. He had been assured dur- 
ing the day that his election was as- 
sured, indeed, he openly predicted as 
much himself in a press conference. 


Decries Government in Business. 


The series of proposals made by the 
Democrats, he told the crowd tonight, 
would mean the abandonment of the 
American system of individual initia- 
tive and a surrender to the destructive 
program of government in business. 

When he asked if the people were go- 
ing to abandon the American system, 
there were loud cries of “no,” “no.” 

“Because,” he said, “the country ts 
faced with difficulty and doubt over 
certain national problems—that is, 
prohibition, farm relief and electrical 
power—our opponents propose that we 
must thrust government a long way ine 
to the business which give rise to these 
problems. 

“In efféct they abandon the tenets of 
their own party and turn to Stare 
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Scores Farm Relief Proposal. 


“If their agriculture program means 
anything, it means that the Govern- 
eo ae ey or indirectly buy

maodiote. prices gricultural 

“And we are to go into the hydro- 
electric power business. In other words. 
we are confronted with a huge pro- 
gram of government in business.” 

He then called upon the people to 
decide what they wanted, a program 
destructive of self-government and 
initiative, or a continuation of the 
Republican, or American, policy of 
equal opportunity and freedom to the 
individual. This policy, he said, has 
come nearer to abolishing poverty ana 
fear and want than any in history. 

Hoover devoted most of the remainder 
ot his speech to telling what the Re- 
publican party has done in the last 
seven and a half years to foster progress 
and prosperity. The speech abounded 
with epigrams, one of which was: 

“The slogan of paogress is changing 
from the full dinner pail to the full 
garage.” 


Dawes Makes First Speech. 


His only reference to religion came 
when he declared that kis conception 
of America is a land “where every man 
shall be respected in the faith that his 
conscience and his heart direct him to 
follow.” 

“You're all right, Herbert,” an en- 
thuiast in the gallery yelled as Hoover 
neared the end of his speecn, and the 
nominee smiled. 

Vice President Dawes, who preceded 
Hoover before the microphone, declared 
that the dominant issue In the campaign 
is the maintainence .f prosperity. And 
the “average man,” realizing this, will 
vote the Republican ticket two weeks 
hence. It was Dawes’ first speech in 
this campaign. 

So greatly does prosperity overshadow 
prohibition, he said, that the result of 
the election will in no way indicate the 
sentiment of the people toward the 
liquor question. 


Strenuous Day at Hotel. 


Although he did not leave the Wal- 
Gorf-Astoria once until he went to 
the Garden tonight, Hoover had one 
of the most strenuous days of his cam- 
paign, individuals and delagations be- 
sieging his suite throughout the morn- 
ing and afternoon. Meanwhile a crowd 
stood on the sidewalk outside the ho- 
tel, hoping to catch a glimpse of the 
Mominee. But Hoover was too busy 
to show himself. 

Up at 7 in the morning, Hoover had 
breakfast an hour later with a “board 
of strategy” made up of national and 
State Republican leaders. What the 
leaders told Hoover or what he told 
them was not made known, but at the 
end éverybody seemed optimistic. 

William H. Hill, chairman of the 
Hoover-Curtis campaign committee, 
predicted that Hoover. would capture 
New York's 45 electoral votes by a 
plurality of 375,000. Hoover, he sald, 
would come to New York City with a 
plurality of more than 770,000, far 
more than enough to overcome Gov. 
Smith’s plurality in this city. He said 
he didn’t think that the governor's 
plurality in the city would exceed 
375,000. 

While Hoover was breakfasting with 
the Republican strategists Mrs. Hoover 
was breaking bread with the members 
of the women’s branch of the engi- 
neers Republican national committee. 
On either side of her sat Mrs. Thomas 
A, Edison and Mrs. Henry Ford.

Mother to Be Questioned Fol- 
lowing Fatal Fall: of 
Children. 


IS WITNESS AT HEARING 


New York, Oct. 22 (A.P.).—Mrs. Mil- 
ton S. Waldman, daughter of the late 
Benjamin Guggenheim, copper mag- 
nate, will be among witnesses to be 
questioned in an inquiry into the 
death of her two children, killed Fri- 
day in a thirteen-story fall from the 
roof of the Hotel Surrey, Chief Medical 
Examiner Charles Norris announced 
today. . 

Dr. Norris said an investigation of 
the place of the tragedy had convinced 
him that an inquiry was warranted 
“in the interests of all concerned” so 
that “the facts of this deplorable 
tragedy may be placed in the official 
record.” 

The police, who had listed the chil- 
dren’s death as accidental, also re- 
opened their investigation into the case 
today. They made a survey of the 
penthouse terrace and questioned em- 
ployes of the hotel, Mrs. Waldman’s 
physician would not permit them to 
see her, 

The mother, wife of an associate 
editor of the London Mercury, has been 
under the care of a physician since the 
death of the children. On the day of 
the accident she told police she and 
her two sons, Terrence, 4 years old, and 
Benjamin, 14 months old, were seated 
in the garden of a friend’s penthouse 
apartment atop the hotel. 

The older boy, she said, attempted 
to climb into her lap, knocked the 
baby from her arms, then lost his bal- 
ance and both toppled over the edge 
of the roof. 

Dr. Norris said he did not know 
whether Mrs. Waldman’s version of the 
occurrence had been reported correctly, 


in connéction with the case and he 
thought it fair to the mother that an 
official inquiry be started to establish 
the facts.

Three other cit- 
ies had been under consideration for 
this speech, Chicago, Minneapolis and 
Milwaukee, Republican leaders in Mis- 
souri had pleaded with Hoover to speak 
in St. Louis in an attempt to offset 
the visit of Gov. Smith to that State. 

Replying to questions by newspaper- 
men, Hoover said he was beginning to 
enjoy campaigning and that he never 
felt better in his life. He declined to 
say whether he agreed with Dr. Hubert 
Work that the people are tired of hear- 
ing about the oil cases. 


Praises State Candidates, 


In the afternoon, Hoover was the 
honor guest at a luncheon and “pep 
meeting” in the hotel. Here he again 
warned against overconfidence in the 
outcome of the election, and urged the 
workers not to relax their efforts until 
the last ballot is in the box on election 
day. As is his custom when visiting 4 
State, he praised the Republican State 
ticket, particularly Alonzo D. Hough- 
ton, Ambassador to Great Britain, who 
is running for the United States Senate, 
and Albert Ottinger, candidate for Gov- 
ernor. 

“A Republican majority in the Senate 
and House,” Hoover told the workers “Is 
vitally necessary if the President is to 
consummate the will of the people and 
continue the nation on the real road to 
progress.” 

Senator George H. Moses, of New 
Hampshire, predicted that Hoover 
would be “easy to elect this time, and 
easier to reelect in 1932.” His state- 
ment evoked vociferous applause. Lay- 
ing aside his famous underslung pipe, 
Vice President Charles G. Dawes de- 
clared that the election of Hoover 
would mean an “old-fashioned progres- 
sive Republican administration.” 


Religious Issue Discussed. 


Louis Marshall, famous Jewish law- 
yer, declared that the Republican party 
was in no way responsible for the in- 
jection of the religious question in the 
campaign. Hoover, he said, has voiced 
his hatred of intolerance on several 
occasions, and it is not fair to hold 
him responsible for the views of fanati- 
cal individuals. The intolerance, he 
said, is mot to be found so much in 
Republican territory as it is in the 
solid Democratic South. 

Following the luncheon, Hoover re- 
ceived a delegation made up of men 
who served under him in his relief 
work in Europe and representatives of 
23 countries which he had helped to 
feed and clothe. 

To a delegation of theatrical stars 
that called on him, Mr. Hoover, in a 
very human talk, frankly admitted that 
he envied all those who had been 
trained to act. The stars, whose Ssal- 
aries combined probably would aggre- 
gate more than $1,000,000, were headed 
by Daniel Frohman. 

Mr. Frohman hailed Hoover as an 
“intellectual liberal,” which obviously 
pleased the candidate. 

“I do not know when I have been 
more touched than on this occasion,” 
Hoover told the delegation, “because of 
one expression you have used—that is 
an “intellectual liberal.” Liberal in 
America has an interpretation of its 
own. It has an interpretation in our 
own institutions, and American liberal- 
ism has led others for 150 years. 


Receives Group of Girls. 


“T would accredit it as the greatest 
honor I could receive to have been 
known as an American intellectual 
liberal. 

“I feel very proud at having so fine 
@ reception from your group. I con- 
fess the charge chiefly brought against 
me, and one to which I admit my 
guilt, is that I, myself, can not act. I 
often wish I could. I certainly could 
deliver my own message better if I 
had some of the qualities of your pro- 
fession.” 

Edith Selonic, an 11-year-old singer, 
made the nominee flush when she sang, 
“Hoover Is My Weakness Now.”

Roosevelt and Kermit Roosevelt are to 
lead another zoological exvedition for 
the Field Museum of Natural History 
to obtain rare animals in certain vir- 
tually unexplored mountains and jun- 
gles of southeastern Asia, ‘t was an- 
nounced today by Stephen C. simms, 
director of the museum. 

The expedition is sponsored by Will- 
lam V. Kelley, president of the Miehle 
Printing Press & Manufacturing Co. It 
will start a few days after whe election 
Plans were completed during a recent 
visit of the Roosevelt brothers to Chi- 
cago, when they conferred with Stan- 
ley Field, president of the museum; 
Simms and some of the scientists who 
will be members of the expedition, 

The expedition has two main pur- 
poses.

ATTACK ON HEELS OF RAID 


Chicago, Oct. 22 (U.P.).—Thomas 
Ryan, prohibition agent, wags shot and 
seriously wounded today in the court- 
room of Prohibition Commissioner Ed- 
win K. Walker, where the agent was a 
witness in a liquor raid case. 


A thorough searth of all persons in 
the courtroom Was made, but no 
weapon was found and police could 
give no explanation as to how Ryan 
had been shot. 

Ryan, with his back to an open 
window, was standing with three other 
agents on one side of the courtroom 
A slight report was heard and some 
one in the room remarked, “There's a 
shot.” 

Ryan said to a companion, “Some 
one dropped a torpedo,” and 4 few 
seconds later he collapsed, saying, “I’m 
shot.” He was shot in the back. 


Mistaken Identity Considered. 


Michael Shannon, patrolman, who 
took part in the raid involved in the 
case, said he believed whoever shot 
Ryan had mistaken the agent’s iden- 
tity and that the bullet probably was 
intended for himself. 

Shannon shot and killed Sylvia Co- 
lomba during thé raid. He said sev- 
eral men who were in the courtroom 
when the shot was heard left imme- 
diately. 

He identified one of the men as a 
cousin of Colomba. 

Ryan had figured in the raid on 
Wick Beemstorboer’s garage and had 
been called as a witness. His part in 
the raid, however, officers said, was not 
important, as he arrived after police 
had seized all material at the garage. 


Thirty Persons Searched, 


As soon as it was learned Ryan had 
been shot all persons still in the court- 
room, numbering about 30, were 
searched and held by police for ques- 
tioning. 

Ryan was unconscious for several 
minutes, but later regained conscious- 
ness. His condition is considered 
critical, 

“All I felt was a slight stinging sen- 
sation in the back,” he said. “Then ] 
became faint and fell.” 

Search was being made tonight for 
Colomba’s cousin. Police belleve that 
the man who fired the bullet had hid- 
den a gun in the pocket of his coat 
and fired through the cloth, which 
would explain the muffled report.

- Boston, Oct. 22.— Masachusetts 
Democrats resemble the well-dressed 
man who lives at the best hotel, 


@ pie counter. That is to say, they 
have ail the earmarks of affluence, but 
in reality are in dire financial straits. 
No small part of two floors of the 
Statler Hotel are occupied. There are 
Pienty of typewriters, well cushiohed, 
comfortable chairs and well-fed peo- 
ple manning them. But outside of the 
hotel the Democratic workers are pass- 
ing the hat at rallies, staging benefit 
dances and Smith bridge parties. The 
Official explainers say this is just the 
unique way of the Democrats. It is 
whique. It suggests the union work- 
ers, out on strike too long and with 
the word from national headquarters 
that it can supply no more funds. 


The situation here is not due to the | 


poverty of Massachusetts Democrats, 
however, but to a set of circumstances, 
Massachusetts Democracy was right} 
cocky at the outset of the campaign— | 
and still is, despite its financial plight. 
Senator David I. Walsh is said, whether 
t is true or not, to have reared him- 
self here to the stature he assumes 
when denouncing the Republicans in 
the Senate and to have declared that 
Massachusetts could take care of itself 
and instead of asking for money from 
New York would give money to it. 


New York Keeps Donation, 


The latter seems to have been done 
and it is New York’s disinclination to 
give any of the money back that now 
has the Democrats dancing and playing 
cards when they should be giving all 
their time to more serious pursuits. 
Quinn and Donohue, national commit- 
teemen and State chairman, respective- 
ly, have been to New York on the mat- 
ter. 

In the meantime Democratic activ- 
ity, while noisy and enthusiastic, is 
not 100 per cent effective, as compared 
with that of the Republicans. The 
latter have 13,000 workers and funds 
are not troubling them. 

This disillusionment experienced by 
the visitor as regards the Democratic 
State’of finances, is not his only one, 
however. Another was the discovery 
that all Bostonians do not necessarily 
eat beans and still another shattered 
his belief that the religious issue would 
not be as intense here as in other 
States.

New York, Oct. 22 (A.P.).—The text 
Of the address by Vice President Dawes 


at Madison Square Garden tonight fol- 
lows: 


The campaign is nearing its close. 
The two party platforms, both of them 
too long and argumentative perhaps 
to have been carefully read and con- 
sidered by the majority of our voters, 
have been presented and discussed. We 
are hearing from the partisans of both 
sides, the strong and _ inconsistent 
claims which are always incident in the 
close of a national contest. The con- 
fusion of appeals thickens. 

If the average citizen in voting made 
up his mind as to his duty by men- 
tally weighing the opposing arguments, 
he, too, might be confused in reach- 
ing his decision, but he does not do so. 
On the contrary, as the argument be- 
comes more voluminous and acrimoni- 
ous, his mind becomes clearer, for he 
is applying his common sense to the 
situation. The average man will go to 
the polls on November 6 with some one 
great consideration in his mind which 
determines his vote—not a half dozen 
considerations. When asked, he will be 
able to state that consideration in a 
few words and those words will be his 
interpretation of the common sense 
ofthesituation. Ifonecan now define 
what the common sense of the situa- 
tion is as visualized by the average 
man, he will have stated the argument 
most acceptable to voters as a guide to 
decision. In addition, he will be brief, 
for common sense demands brevity. 

Common sense tells us that the real 
and overshadowing issue in this cam- 
paign urged by the instincts, and up- 
permost in the consciousness, of the 
average voter is the issue always domi- 
nant when tranquillity and prosperity 
exist in the country. 


Must Maintain Confidence. 


That issue is the maintenance of pros- 
perity. 

Now the average voter realizes that 
the maintenance of prosperity depends 


upon the maintenance of general con- | 


fidence. 


Except for a short period during times | 


of panic, when a loss of confidence ‘in- 
duces active but disastrous liquidation, 
what we call prosperity ts simply activ- 
ity in exchanges of goods and services 
based upon confidence. The average man 
senses the dangers of impairing general 
confidence by a changing of govern- 
mental administration in a period of 
prosperity. The slightest reflection on 


his part upon the situation suggests im- | 
mediately what he feels instinctively— | 


that a change in administration means 


confusion and change in governmental | 
programs and policies and that, in turn, | 


means the passing of confidence which 
ig the very foundation of our present 
national prosperity and comparative in- 
dustrial and social peace. 

Of course, discussion of the many col-

ers pro and con, but not the average 
voter of whom I am speaking. 


Prohibition Not the Issue. 


Consider the question of prohibition, 
Many will vote in the election one 
way or the other with this in mind, 
but when the platforms of the two 
great parties take practically the same 
position in uphoiding prohibition, and 
prohibition is a part of the Constitu- 
tion of the United States, the average 
citizen will not regard it as an issue 
which should determine his vote. As 
a result of the expressions of Gov. 
Smith, adverse to prohibition as a na~ 
tional policy, some dry Democrats may 
vote for Mr. Hoover and some wet Re- 
publicans may votre for Smith, thelr 
votes tending to offset each other. But 
not so with the average citizen. If to 
vote his sentiments on the prohibition 
policy, which is not an issue and which 
can not be decided in this campaign, 
means that he votes adversely to his 

wn views on the real and greater 1s- 
sue of prosperity which affects him di- 
rectly, he will not throw away his yote. 
His vote will be cast upon what is tne 
real issue in his mind, irrespective of 
the collateral discussion of prohibition, 

The existence of this dominant issue 
of prosperity renders it hopeless to re- 
gard the result at the November polls 
as a sentimental referendum on the 
prohibition question, and it renders 
that result unworthy even as an indi- 
cation of the state of public sentiment 
on prohibition. And yet for no other 
practical purposes than the two I have 
mentioned could a wet or dry vote be 
cast in this presidential campaign. The 
average voter senses this. 


Oblique Tariff Movement. 


Again the existence of that dominant 
issue of prosperity renders it useless 
where both parties have pledged them- 
selves in their platforms to attempt 
farm relief, to hope that either tne eco- 
nomic principles or details of any par- 
ticular measure to effect if can become 
a major fSsue in this campaign. The 
average voter senses this. 

Again the Democratic party for dec- 
ades has been the continuing and bit- 
ter opponent of the protective tarfit 
which has been firmly established as 
a national policy by the Republican 
party and under which we have 
achieved our unparalleled national 
prosperity. While, in its last platform, 
the Democratic party promises a cer- 
tain acquiescence in the policy of pro- 
tection, it is manifestly to avoid the 
issue in the campaign. A promise to 
do something, which for years the 
Democratic party has schooled its mem- 
bers to abhor, is not easy for it to carry 
out if placed in power. 

To attempt to unite itself in Con- 

ess in a right-about-face upon the 
tariff would mean instead some oblique 
movement since it would involve an 
effort to square its traditional policy 
with a platform plank adopted as a 
campaign expedient. The revision of 
the tariff at the hands of its tradi- 
tional enemies instead of its traditional 
friends would unsettle business con- 
fidence and destroy prosperity. Demo-

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TEXT OF HOOVER ATTACK ON DEMOCRATIC POLICIE 


The tert in full of Herbert Hoover’s 
address at Madison Square Garden, 
New York, is as follows: 


This campaign now draws near a 
close. The platforms of the two 
parties defining principles and offer- 
ing solutions of various national prob- 
lems have been presented and are be- 
ing earnestly considered by our people. 

After four months’ debate it is not 
the Republican party which finds rea- 
son for abandonment of any of the 
principles it has laid down, or of the 
views it has expressed for solution of 
the problems before the country.

Method of Administration. 


The first problem of the government 
about to adventure in commercial 
business is to determine a method of 
administration. 

It must secure leadership and direc- 
tion. Shall this leadership be chosen 
by political agencies or shall we make 
it elective? 

The hard practical fact is that lead- 
ership in business must come through 
the sheer rise in ability and character. 
That rise can only take place in the 
free atmosphere of competition. Com- 
petition is closed by bureaucracy. Po- 
litical agencies are feeble channels 
through which to select able leaders 
to conduct commercial business. 

Government, in order to avoid the 
possible incompetence, corruption an‘ 
tyranny of too great authority in in- 
dividuals entrusted with commercial 
business, inevitably turns to boards 
and commissions. To make sure that 
there are checks and balances, each 
member of such boards and commis- 
sions must have equal authority. Each 
has his sparate responsibility to the 
public, and at once we have the con- 
flict of ideas and the lack of decisions 
which would ruin any commercial 
business. it has contributed greatly to 
the demoralization of our shipping 
business. 

Moreover, these commissions must be 
representative of different sections and 
different political parties, so that at 
once we have an entire blight upon 
coordinated action within their ranks 
which destroys any possibility of ef- 
fective administration. 

Moreover, our legislative bodies can 
not in fact delegate their full authority 
to commissions or to individuals for 
the conduct of matters vital to the 
American people; for if we would 
preserve government by the people we 
must preserve the authority of our 
legislators in the activities of our 
government. 

Thus every time the Federal Govern- 
ment goes into a commercial business, 
531 senators and representatives be- 
come the actual board of directors of 
that business. 

Every time a State government goes 
into business one or two hundred State 
senators and legislators become the 
actual directors of that business. 

Even if they were supermen and if 
there were no politics in the United 
States, no body of such numbers could 
corsxetently direct commercial activi- 
ties; for that requires initiative, in-

It took Congress six years of con- 
stant discussion to even decide what 
the method of administration of Muscie 
Shoals should be.

“Let the future tell the story of who 
is right or who is wrong; who has stood 
for freedom and who has been willing 
to submit their fate industrially to the 
Government.” 

I would amplify Mr. Gompers’ state- 
ment. The great body of Government 
employes which would be created by 
the proposals of our opponents would 
either comprise a political machine at 
the disposal] of the party in power, or 
alternatively, to prevent this, the Gov- 
ernment by stringent civil-service rules 
must debar its employes from their full 
political rights as free men. 

It must limit them in the liberty to 
bargain for their own wages, for ho 
Government employe can strike against 
his Government and thus against the 
whole people. It makes a legislative 
body with all its political currents their 
final employer and master. Their bar- 
gaining does not rest upon economic 
need or economjc strength, but on po- 
litical potence. 

But what of those who are outside 
the bureaucracy? What is the effect 
upon their lives.

The area of enterprise and oppor-

‘vice, and for a contract under which 

‘ ‘the National Broadcasting Co., which is 
affillated with Radio Corporation, will 

- Proadcast the Keith programs. 

: It is understood that the class A and 
lass B shares will have equal voting 
Tights, but Radio Corporation will take 

i an important part in the management 
of the new company. 


Sarnoff to Be Chairman. 


David Sarnoff, Radio’s general man- 
ager, has accepted the office as chair- 
man of the new concern, and Radio 
‘Corporation will have a substantial rep- 
Tesentation on the board of directors. 
‘The class a stock will be entitled to 
preferential cumulative dividends of 
$2 per share annually, after which the 
two classes of stock will share equally. 

Offer to exchange their shares for 
‘the shares of the new company has 
‘been made first to the Keith-Albee 
stockholders, who must deposit their 
shares on or before November 15. The 
plan shall become effective if 51 per 
cent of the stock is deposited, and 
holders of 40 per cent are said to have 
agreed to the plan already. A similar 
offer is to be made to F. B. O. stock- 
holders later. 


Vaudeville, Films and Radio.

Frances Newman, 
Writer, Dies at 40 


Author of “Hard Boiled Vir- 
gin”? Found Unconscious 


in Hotel Room. 

New York, Oct. 22 (A.P.).—Frances 
Newman, author of “The Hard Boiled 
Virgin” and “Dead Lovers Are Faith- 
ful Lovers,” died at the Hotel Schuyler 
today. 

Miss Newman, who had come to New 
York from AtJanta to correct the proofs 
of a new book, was found unconscious 
from cerebral hemorrhage in her bed 
last Friday. 

Pneumonia set in and she died at 
$:45 o’clock this morning. She was 
shout 40 years old. At her bedside were 
hey sister, Mrs. John L. Patterson, of 
Richmond, Va., and her brother, Henry 
Newman, of Atlanta. The body was 
sent to Atlanta for burial. 

A native of Atlanta and formerly a 
Rewspaper woman and librarian, Miss 
Newman came into prominence as a 
novelist four years ago with publica- 
tion of “The Hard Boiled Virgin,” her 
first novel. 

The book on which she was correct- 
ing proofs when she was stricken Is a 
translation from the French of short 
stories by La Fargue. 


Jewish Leader, Expires 


Chicago, Oct. 22.—Adolph Kraus. 
thirty years a leader of the Jewish race, 
former editor and public official, died 
in his sleep today in his apartment at 
the East End Park Hotel, surrounded 
by members of his family, He was 78 
years old, 

Mr. Kraus was for many years inter- 
mational president of B’nai B’Rith. On 
January 6.

Father Frederick Sill, O. H. C., of the 
Kent School, defended modern youth 
and said it was not irreligious or 
hypocritical, but wanted knowledge 
without “bunk.” He advised intensive 
teaching of Christianity in churches 
and schools in order to instruct the 
boys and girls before they are sent to 
colleges. 
The Rev. C. Leslie Glenn advised 
parents and elders dealing with young 
people to rid themselves of an “in- 
feriority complex” and make _ those, 
over whom they have jurisdiction, 
obey.

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GOVERNMENT IN BUSINESS. 


The proposition that the Government | 


should engage in business has appealed 
to many citizens who have not taken the 
time to make a close study of the sub- 
ject. Because the Government conducts 
such vast businesses as the postal service, 
the development of waterways and high- 
ways, the conduct of international rela- 
tions, the administration of justice, the 
national detense, the promotion of agri- 
culture and commerce, and mediation be- 
tween labor and capital, it is hastily pre- 


sumed that the Government could with | 


equal success manufacture and distribute 


electric light and power, superintend a | 


legalized liquor traffic, and fix the prices 
and supervise the distribution of agricul- 
tural products. To all citizens who have 
been inclined to favor putting the Gov- 
ernment in business the address of Mr. 
Hoover in New York is especially com- 
mended. 

No other address has so carefully and 
thoroughly analyzed the situation that 
would result from Government operation 
of business. Mr. Hoover explains that 
the principle of self-government, which 
has made this country both free and 
great, is assailed by the proposal that the 
Government shall engage in business. 
Government business must be a monop- 
oly; therefore no individual or corpora- 
tion can hope to compete with the Gov- 
ernment. Wherever the Government 
enters the individual must retire. But 
the resulting service does not bring sat- 
isfaction, because the Government can 
not successfully manage business enter- 
prises. Its board of directors necessaru: 
consists of the total membership of Con- 
gress; and Mr. Hoover points out that 
this board of directors talked six solid 
years on the subject of handling the 
Muscle Shoals plant. As individuals can 
not be intrusted with the enormous oper- 
ations that would be called for, boards 
and commissions would have to be set 
up, and political quarrels would immedi- 
ately destroy the efficiency of those com- 
missions. 

Hundreds of thousands of employes 
would be required to do the Government’s 
work if it should set up in the business 
of manufacturing light and power or try 
to supervise the marketing of farm prod- 
ucts. Are these employes to be Demo- 
crats, as a Democratic administration 
would like to have them, or Republicans, 
as a Republican administration would 
prefer? Naturally, business sense would 
rule out politics, and would demand that 
employes should be neither Democrats 
nor Republicans. Thus their political in- 
dependence would have to be sacrificed, 
as it is in the civil service now. ‘l'o the 
extent that the Government entered into 
business it would encroach upon the inde- 
pendence and self-government of the 
people, and would impose upon them a 
bureaucratic dictatorship. 

Mr. Hoover witnessed many experi- 
ments in government operation of busi- 
ness in Europe, and in every case he saw 
that it was at the expense of popular 
government. The United States fortu- 
nately turned away from Government 
monopoly of business after the war, and 
resumed its place as “umpire rather tran 
player.” Thereupon the enterprise of its 
citizens brought business back to effi- 
ciency and economical operation. 

The policy of keeping the Government 
out of business does not mean that the 
United States or the States shall throw 
away their ownership of resources, such 
us water power or public lands. The 
Government is bound to protect the peo- 
ple’s property. This protection can be 
achieved without committing the blunder 
of setting up a great bureaucracy to 
engage in business. The mails are car- 
ried by contract, warships and dirigibles 
are made by contract, food and other 
supplies for the Army and Navy are ob-

Government conserves the public prop- 
erty while refraining from business en- 
terprise. It would be no more foolish for 
the Government to take over the rail- 
roads for-the purpose of carrying the 
mails itself than it would to build and 
operate vast electric power plants on the 
sites it may own. 

The political and economic freedom of 
American citizens, protected by the Gov- 
ernment, is the mainspring of prosperity. 
It is this freedom that is protected by the 
tariff, which enables Americans to mo- 
nopolize their own market, the richest in 
the world. The economic freedom of the 
worker is maintained by restrictive 
immigration.. American citizens will de- 
velop business successfully if they are 
given equality of opportunity, and if they 
are not asked to compete with their own 
Government. They will provide al! that 
the Government needs, and experience 
does not show that the Government is 
swindled when it makes contracts with 
its citizens. 

Government consists in rules that ap- 
ply to all alike. It is utterly destroyed in 
its nature when it becomes a competitor 
with those over whom it has the power 
of life and death. As Mr. Hoover sug-

The fact that the business men of the 
United States might find themselves in tlc 
position of competing abroad with those wiose 
taxation had been simplified and lightened 
through their countries’ subscription to the 
principle of the model convention is taken as 
practical inducement for the people of 
America to familiarize themselves with the 
matter, and the factors involved. 

There is at present nothing actually at 
stake, as the plan is still in the stage of pro- 
jection. Double taxation is not, however, un- 
familiar, as between some of the American 
States themselves. It would seem to be the 
direction of logical precedence for the States 
to set themselves in order in this similar 
situation. An appellant before the tax com- 
missioners of a certain State against taxation 
of securities issued in another State upon the 
ground of their being already taxed in the 
State of their origin is met with the rejoinder: 
“Yes, we admit that it is a case of double 
taxation; so, we would recommend to go to 
the other State and have them remit; we will 
not.”’ A common practice among all Ameri- 
can States is much to be desired, as much as 
a common practice by all the nations of the 
earth. 


IN HONOR OF EDISON. 

“In the space of a single lifetime,” said 
Secretary of the Treasury Mellon in presenting 
a congressional gold medal to Mr. Edison 
in recognition of his work in the field of 
electricity, “‘Thomas Edison has changed the 
conditions under which men live; and, more 
than any one else now living, has helped to 
bring about a new social order, based upon 
the achievements of modern science.” 

Not often does a nation reward its heroes 
while they live, and less often are men of 
science singled out for signal recognition. The 
preseutation of this medal was a unique and 
impressive event. Iidison is first of all a prac- 
ticul scientist, applying the discoveries and 
furmulue of pure science to the benelit of 
‘humankind. His practical inventions make 
an impressive list. The phonograph, the mo- 
tion picture camera, the incandescent light— 
these and others have altered radically the 
complexion of the time and have served to 
create vast industries in which thousands find 
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experiments long after passing the usual age 
of retirement. 

- The medal bestowed upon Mr. Edison comes 
from the American people. It testifies to tho 
fact that his accomplishment is not unrecog- 
nized, that his contribution to the comfort, 
happiness and well-being of humankind is not 
unappreciated. No medal, however, is neces- 
sary to preserve his name, for it stands in 
the forefront of the small roll of those who 
“effect profound changes, not only in the lives 
of their contemporaries, but of all succeeding 
generations.”

he was ever other than a literary, dan- 
dified and urbane, not to sey ladylike 
personage, according to George R. 
Stewart, jr., of the University of Cali- 
fornia. 

Prof. Stewart 
Bret Harte’s takes issue 
with the claims of biographers cone 
cerning the romantic flavor of Harte’s 
early life, and states there vre no aue 
thentic proofs of his ever having been 
a “rip-roaring, two-gun, ved shirted, 
Jesse-James-and-Dead-Eye-Dick hel- 
lion.” 

Prof. Stewart cites five claims o9f 
biographers which he finds more or 
less legendary; that Harte served as a 
soldier against the Indians; taat he 
was a tax collector in the mines; that 
he was a gun guard or express mes- 
senger for Wells-Fargo; that ne had 
experience as a miner; and that he 
traveled widely for a considerab‘e time 
through the mining districts. 

Of these claims he says that the 
first two have no foundation in fact, 
If he worked for the Wells-Fargo, it 
was probably as a weigher of peck- 
ages or a balancer of books. His ex- 
perience as a miner could probably be 
counted in days rather than months. 
His travel through the mining dis- 
tricts was probably confined to ; two 
months’ excursion looking tor a school 
to teach, with perhaps a .ittle ama- 
teur work with a mining pan. 

His time was spent, Prof stewa>t 
finds, rather in tutoring, teaching, 
clerking for an apothecary, helping 
in a newspaper office and practicing 
writing. His material for tory writ- 
ing was probably gleaned from news- 
paper exchanges and from ucqutine- 
tances, Who had had mining experi- 
ence.

Meantime Dr. H. M. Robinson 
Adds Details to Story of 
Visiting Planet. 


WANTS U. S. TO LISTEN IN 


London, Oct. 22 (United Press).—Not 
Only England, but the planet of Mars, 
as well, is waiting with some anxiety, 
and probably a bit of skepticism for 
Wednesday’s scheduled attempt to send 
@ wireless message from the powerful 
Rugby station to the planet. 

This was revealed tonight by the man 


who is sending—and paying the Gov- 
ernment for sending—the message, Dr. 
Hugh Mansfield Robinson. In an in- 
terview he gave further details of the 
planet and its people. : 

At the same time Dr. Robinson said 
he hoped United States radio stations 
Capable of receiving a message from 
Mars on a 32,000-meter wave length, 
would listen in for the reply to his 
message for half an hour after 2:15 
a m., Greenwich time, Wednesday 
(9:15 p. m. Thursday, Eastern stand- 
ard time). 

“There is never any question of dis- 
armament in Mars,” said Dr. Robinson, 
“because Martians have learned to split 
the atom, which enables them to de- 
stroy an entire army corps instantly if 
they so desire. This fact is sufficient 
itself to cure any planet of the possi- 
ble desire to attack its superpowerful 
neighbor.” 

Dr. Robinson said he had visited 
Mars a number of times, his spirit and 
body traveling through space at 
the same speed as light, while he held 
the hand of a Martian woman, “Oona- 
Turu.” This woman has communicated 
with Dr. Robinson many times by 
telepathy, he said. 

The capital of Mars is “Ookalonga,” 
he continued, and, upon his arrival 
there, Dr. Robinson said he felt as 
though he had been volplaning in an 
airplane. The psychic Martian woman 
told Dr. Rébinson that Martians send 
and receive wireless messages, and that 
the planet has many 30,000-meter wave- 
length stations. 

Dr. Robinson will attempt to send 
two messages to the Mars stations. 
Both are written in secret code and 
say “‘Love to Mars” and “God is love.” 
He said he tipped the Martians off by 
telepathy, and they will be waiting to 
receive the message. He also said he 
had asked them to send their answer 
to the message by telepathy as well as 
by wireless. 

Then he plans to translate the reply 
“in case of atmospheric interference we 
terrestrial attempts to receive the an- 
swer.” He said it required about eight 
minutes to get a reply from Mars.

Any time religion forms the thesis, 
theme, or background of drama, imme- 
diately come into conflict all the latent 
prejudices of human nature—so that 
honest as a man may be he finds, in 
any one of a dozen plays, a distorted 
picture. At least that has been the 
experience with religious plays, or plays 
dealing with religion, save in one or 
two outstanding exceptions. 

In the play at the National, “Revolt,” 
Harry Wagstaff Gribble lays bare the 
heart of a minister of the gospel—and 
though he does a magnificent piece 
of workmanship, in so far as the 
psychology of the play is concerned, 
he has gone so deep down into the 
subject that it becomes somewhat re- 
volting. 

Fanatics, of course, abound in all 
places—especially in those fields where 
men may throw themselves heart and 
soul into their work. The Rev: Barna- 
bas Ford has killed a wife off in her 
prime because of his intense devotion 
to an ideal. There are three girls— 
Faith, Hope and Charity—and a boy, 
Paul, and these, too, have come to suf- 
fer because of their father’s relentless 
worship at the shrine. 

Two of the youngstefs, 
Paul, revolt. That is the crux of the 
drama. How it is worked out becomes 
a matter of such excruciating pain 
that the last scene, copied verbatim 
from the Russian school, wherein a 
shot ends a life, is absolutely appalling. 
By the time this is enacted an audli- 
ence, held intense, has seen all and 
knows all. 

There is little comedy relief. here; or, 
hardly any. It is stolid, sometimes sor- 
did, but nevertheless supreme tragedy. 
The old man, blinded by his right- 
eousness, permits himself to be hood- 
winked by a charlatan having a daugh- 
ter supposed to be an evangelist. A 
revival in the church, a complete col- 
lapse of the pseudo-evangelist, and the 
man’s life work goes topsy-turvy. That 
is about all there is to it, save that 
Harry Wagstaff Gribble has gone into 
enough detail to fill a novel. Not a 
point is untouched 

Two high lights of drama stand out 
— one where a pitcher of ice-water 
poured, impromptu, into the face of a 
hysterical girl causes collapse from re- 
ligious fervor, and another where the 
ministerial father is on the verge of 
striking his own daughter For the 
most part, all the other touches of 
drama are by means of recitation. 
Group after group sits around and 
listens to such recitals, one a stirring 
tale of a boy crucified by his class- 
mates—in the realm of hazing, because 
he was a minister’s son. 

Hugh Buckler, intrusted with the 
role of the minister, is nothing short of 
glorious in the part—an intense study 
of fanatical emotionalism seldom seen 
on the stage. The man is mountainous 
in his make-believe. 

The popular idea of a minister’s son. 
a boy who goes to the other end of 
the tether, young Ashland Powell plays 
with a surety that stamps him at once 
as an unusual juvenile. He gives what 
lightness there is to the play. 

Then there is the daughter who kicks 
over the traces, though always with 
restraint. She is splendidly played by 
Elizabeth Allen, a dainty little actress 
with a flair for quiet comedy

Predict G. 0. P. Success 
Next Month. 


NOMINEE’S WORK LAUDED 


Herbert Hoover's qualifications for 
the Presidency were emphasized and his 
election was predicted by speakers who 
addressed a rally last night in the the- 
ater at the Wardman Park Hotel, under 
auspices of the Hoover-Curtis Club of 
the District of Columbia Republican 
State committee. Several hundred men 
and women attended. 

The early careers and official records 
of the Republican and Democratic can- 
didates for President were compared by 
Herman J. Galloway, Assistant Attorney 
General, the principal speaker. He and 
others declared Mr. Hoover is experi- 
enced in national and international af- 
fairs and asserted that Gov. Alfred E. 
Smith’s experience is limited to New 
York State matters. 

Mr Galloway also called attention to 
the attitude of Gov. Smith in regard to 
the tariff, which, he said, is at variance 
with the platform of the Democratic 

rty. 

“Let us place in charge of the affairs 
of this nation for the next four years 
a man with a broad experience and an 
extensive training and a long record of 
achievement,” Mr. Galloway urged. 
“Let us not experiment with one 
whose chief claim to fame lies in po- 
litical preferment by Tammany Hall.” 

Robert V. Fleming, president of the 
Riggs National Bank, cited inaccuracies 
in statements made by Gov. Smith 
dealing with Federal expenditures for 
the District of Columbia. The Repub- 
Mean party also was praised by Mrs. 
Virginia White Speel, Republican Na- 
tional Committeewoman of the District 
of Columbia. 

Other “Hoover Minute Men” who 
spoke were John W. Fihelly, assistant 
district attorney; Hall Keough, Milton 
Barrett and George E. McNeill. Pearl 
Bellman Klein spoke in behalf of the 
Republican Professional Women’s 
League. John Lewis Smith, president 
of the Hoover-Curtis Club, opened the 
meeting and introduced Edgar C. 
Snyder, United States marshal, who 
presided.

San Juan, P. R., Oct. 22 (A.P.).— 
Harry F. Besosa, Republican national 
committeeman for Porto Rico, today 
issued a statement in which he called 
on President Coolidge to send marines 
to supervise the balloting 'n the Island 
on November 6. 

The statement pointed out that 
marines have guaranteed fair elec- 
tions to citizens of Haiti, Cuba, Santo 
Domingo and Nicaragua in the past. 
Now, Besosa said, American citizens o% 
Porto Rico need the same means Of 
guaranteeing impartial elections here. 
He stated that the polls need to be 
freed from interference by police under 
Gov. Horace M. Towner, whom he de- 
nounced as unfit to handle any situa- 
tion where energetic action was re- 
quired.

Grenoble, France, Oct. 22 (U.P.).-—- 
The Romanche River burst at Le 
Bourg d’Oisans today, isolating that 
city and temporarily cutting off the 
supply of drinking water and food 
The railroads have been blocked be- 
tween L’Argentiere and L’Roche-De- 
rame, to the southeast, 

The rising water cut the railroad 
between Embrun and Briancon and the 
villages of Gameau and Marcellin are 
isolated. Food was sent to those vil- 
lages temporarily by cable line. The 
lewlands between Ambilgy and Ville 
Gragande have been evacuated. and 
the rising water has transformed the 
‘area into one immense lake. Le Bourg 
c’Oisans is about 85 miles southwest 
of Lyons.

Mrs. Bella Gilbert, the last of the three 
women who stood like pillars of the 
Christian Science Church 20 to 30 years 
ago and then were dismissed from mem- 
bership one by one, announced in an 
interview today that she is on the 
eve of a campaign to gain control of 
the Mother Church and establish her- 
self as “Leader No. 2,” the successor of 
Mary Baker Eddy, founder. 

“I claim that I am the divinely au- 
thorized successor to Mrs. Eddy and 
that I am Leader No. 2 of the Chris- 
tian Science Church,” said Mrs. Gil- 
bert in a ringing voice. Mrs. Gilbert is 
now 66 but looks years younger. 

“Mary Baker Eddy has been dead 
eighteen years,” she said, “and they 
claim that she is still the leader: of 
the church.

The Mother Menace, : 
r. JOHN B. WATSON, a noted 
psychologist, suggests that no 
child should be in the hands of 

its mother continuously for more than 

ten days, and that children should be 
shifted around the neighborhood after 

a maximum stay of ten days in one 

home. 

But be that as it may—and my read- 
ers know that I take many of these 
modern psychological theories with a 
grain of salt—undoubtedly some 
mothers are the source of the bad 
habits of their children. Now here 1s 
a mother, for example, who is being 
wrongly accused by the neighbors of 
neglecting her children because she in- 
sists on having them help themselves. 
Listen: 

“Dear Doctor Dean: | insist on my 
children helping themselves. They are 
a boy of six years and a girl of nine. 
They can wash, bathe, dress, go on er- 
rands and cook their breakfasts with- 
out my _ assistance. Of course the 
cereal for breakfast has already been 
thoroughly cooked. All they have to 
do is heat it. They can bvil or scramble 
an egg, heat and pour the cocoa and 
milk and cut and spread the bread. I 
have taken great care to teach them 
just what to do and now I Insist that 
they help themselves. I always ex- 
amine them to make sure they are 
clean and tidy.

Dunn, owner and manager of the 
Baltimore Orioles, seven times

League, died suddenly today. while rid- 


Field Trial Association, near Towson 
His death was believed to have been 
caused by a heart attack. 

Others attending the trials’ said 
Dunn had exhibited intense excitement 
just after one of his dogs, Bell the Devil, 
had come to a beautiful point. A 
moment later, they reported, his head 
sagged forward and he slumped froin 
his horse’s back, 

First to reach the baseball manager 
was one of his dog handlers, Dr. Roys- 
ton’ Green, of Towson, who was sum- 
moned, pronounced Dunn dead. Several 
who saw him fall from the horse ex- 
pressed the belief that he was 
before reaching the ground. 


Dunn was an outstanding figure 
in minor league baseball for a num- 
ber of years. His first experience 
was as a player with the team of 
Binghamton, in New York State, 
and after an apprenticeship In the 
minors, he made his way to the 


major leagues as a pitcher, play- 
ing with the New York and Brook- 
lyn National League Clubs, 


Dunn had been in Baltimore as a 
player in 1901, under the manager- 
ship of John McGraw. He came here 
as manager in 1907, succeeding Hughie 
‘Jennings, who accepted an offer to 
pilot the Detroit Tigers 


had been president, owner and 
ager, and had established his record 
of taking seven consecutive pennants 
in the league. 

It was Dunn who tntroduced 
Ruth to league baseball. Brother Paul, 
head of the St. Mary's” Industrial 
School here, called Dunn’s attention 
to the boy who had played for the 
school, and the Oriole manager took 
an interest in Ruth and gave him a 
berth on the Baltimore Team. From 
here Ruth went to Boston, where his 
major league experience began. 

Dunn's only survivor !s his widow. 
The death of his only son, Jack Dunn, 
jr.. several years ago, was a severe 
blow to the father, 
on the son to succeed him 
and manager of the Orioles. Even in- 
timate friends of Dunn said they did 
not know his exact age, which was one 
fact about himself that he seldom re- 
vealed. 

Watertown, N. Y., Oct. 22 (A.P.).— 
Babe Ruth, tnformed by the Associated 
Press of the death of Jack Dunn, own- 
er and manager of the Baltimore 
Orioles, today, expressed regret at the 
loss of “a fine fellow and a good sports- 
man.”

Jack Dunn not only achieved 
fame for piloting seven successive 
International League pennant win- 
ners from 1919 to 1925, inclusive, 
but for also selling more and high- 
er priced ball players to the major 
leagues than any other manager. 


The most valuable player in baseball 
today. Babe Ruth, was developed by 
Dunn at Baltimore, but it is a curious 
fact that he was disposed of to Boston 
in 1914 at a price reported to he not 
over $3,000. 

In contrast with this Dunn has sold 
such stars as Lefty Grove,:to the Ath- 
létics, for $100,000; Jack Bentley, to the 
Giants, for $65,000, and others, includ- 
ing Max Bishop, Joe Boley and George 
Earnsnaw, to the Athletics. for big 
prices. 

Here’s how Dunn once described his 
introduction to Ruth: 

“When Ruth was recommended to me 
by the Brothers at St. Mary’s, I set 
aside one winter day to look -over this 
promising recruit. I found Ruth slid- 
ing on the ice with a bunch of school 
kids. He wore a pair of overalls and 
looked like a big kid. Still he looked 
like an athlete to me and the Brothers 
recommended him so highly I decided 
to give him a chance.

Col. Ladue Questions Item 
for $30,800 Purifiers, 
Once Discarded. 


EVEN WOLF’S FIGURES 


ARE CALLED EXCESSIVE! 


Consideration of Substitute 
Modern Equipment Held 
Barred by Law. 


Property, the value of which is unof- 
ficially estimated in the hundreds of 
thousands of dollars, has been improp- 


erly included by the gas companies in 
their claims for a higher valuation and 
will be contested, it was indicated when 
the gas valuation hearings were re- 
sumed before the Public Utilities Com- 
mission yesterday. 

The point was touched on in the 
proceedings yesterday, the discussion 
being precipitated by Col. William B. 
Ladue, engineer commissioner. He 
questioned an item of old cast iron 
purifiers, which Ralph O. Luquer, 
company engineer, put into the record 
with a value of $30,800. The colonel 
wanted to know whether the purifiers 
were in use and Luquer admitted that 
the purifiers had been discarded, Dut 
now were in use again, explaining that 
their use reduced the cost of the puri- 
fying operation. 

Ladue then suggested that undue 
allowances may have been made for an- 
tiquated equipment and inquired 
whether any consideration had been 
given to the question of reconstructing 
the gas plants new with more efficient 
modern equipment and _ operation, 
rather than merely to estimate the re- 
placement cost new of all the present 
equipment. 


Legal Stipulation Cited. 


George P. Hoover, one of the atorneys 
for the gas companies, interjected that 
the law provided that the inventory 
and valuation should be based on the 
reconstruction new of the present 
plant, and the question of replacement 
of old equipment or methods with more 
modern machinery or methods did not 
enter into the question. 

There was a brief discussion of 
whether all the items advanced by 
Luqueer were property “used or use- 
ful” within the meaning of the utili- 
ties law. Comparison of the Luqueer 
figures and those of H. Carl Wolf, en- 
gineer employed by the commission, 
show that Wolf has challenged items 
totaling $166,000 included by Luqueer. 
These, Wolf contends, are not “used or 
useful” property, and should not be in- 
cluded among the items which go to 
make up the valuation total. 

But these are only a part of the 
items which have been improperly in- 
cluded, experts say, insisting that Wolf 
himself has included many items which 
should not be allowed and which will 
be challenged later in the hearings in 
an effort to have them thrown out. 
Analostan Island, owned by the com- 
pany, and put into its valuation figures 
at a much higher figure than the price 
it paid for it. is such an item. The 
island was bought as a possible site 
for additional gas works, but proba- 
bilities are that it never will be used 
for that purpose. 


People’s Council Reticent. 


Considerable attention will be de- 
voted to this phase of the valuation 
later in the proceedings. Ralph B. 
Fieharty, people's counsel, however, is 
reticent on this point, refusing to in- 
dicate what his plans are for the de- 
velopment of this aspect of the case. 
Neither would he make an estimate of 
the total he expected such improper 
items would reach. 

The hearings got off yesterday to a 
poor start, despite the abandonment of 
hearings last week to allow Luquer and 
Wolf to bring their inventories into dl- 
rect comparison. There was a wide 
divergence between the two sets of 
figures, one engineer including items 
the other had left out and vice versa, 
while in other instances the same items 
had been placed in entirely different 
classifications. 

Swagar Sherley, chief of counsel for 
the gas companies, refused to accept 
the comparative statement as evidence, 
finally agreeing that it should be mark- 
ed “Exhibit X” and put in the record 
merely for the information of those 
who wished to consult it. 

The hearings were adjourned at 1 
o’clock to permit the commission to 
hold an afternoon executive session on 
street car fares. The gas valuation 
hearings will be resumed at 9:30 o’clock 
this morning, when Luquer will con- 
tinue his testimony. The hearings are 
expected to last several weeks. Should 
the company’s claimed valuation be 
sustained higher gas rates are almost 
certain to follow. 


His Wife and Landlady 


Witness Against Man 


John W. Weber, a haberdashery sales- 
man, was arraigned in Police Court 
yesterday on a charge of threatening 
his landlady, Mrs. Josephine Jenkins, 
with physical violence: Weber’s wife 
appeared as a witness against him. 
Judge John P. McMahon withheld 
sentence in the case pending the out- 
come of a probation officer’s investiga- 
tion into Weber’s record. ‘ 

Mrs. Jenkins testified that Weber 
became enraged and threatened her 
after she had ejected two young men 
lodgers from her boarding house at 327 
East Capitol street, because they had 
ordered liquor delivered to their rooms. 
Mrs. Weber corroborated the landlady’s 
testimony. 


Boy Cyclist Is Injured 
In Collision With Auto

Thirty-fifth street northwest, was 
knocked off his bicycle and injured 
yesterday afternoon in a collision at

NEGLIGENCE FOUND 
IN ELEVATOR DEATH 


or Owners Blamed by 
Coroner’s Jury. 


ESTERLINE WAS VICTIM 


Either the Federal Government, as 
lessee of the building at Vérmont ave- 
nue and K street northwest, occupied 
by the Department of Justice, or the 
Wardman Construction Co., as owner 
of the building, is responsible for the 
death of Blackburn Esterline, 51-year- 
Old assistant to the solicitor general, 
who fell six stories down an elevator 
shaft in the building Sunday 

The coroner’s jury, which, yesterday, 
conducted an inquest, ruled that Ester- 
line came to his death because of the

Girl Smells Smoke, 
Saves Sleeping Kin 


Detective Varney’s Family, 
Sister, Visitor, Menaced 


by $2,000 Blaze. 


Miss Mary Varney. sister of Head- 
quarters Detective Frank A. Varney, 
probably owes her life to her 9-year- 
old niece, Olive Varney. 

About 3 o’clock yesterday morning, 
Olive smelled smoke when she sudden- 
ly awakened in the Varney home, 3017 
Channing street northwest.

Miss Varney, who is visiting her broth- 
er, had a fire in the fireplace of her 
room. The blaze was attributed to a 
defective flue. Firemen had to cut 
away both the inside and outside walls 
to reach the fire.

Superintendent Says 5-Year 
Program Deficiencies Still 
May Be Met. 


CONSTRUCTION PARLEY

Education Officials to Study 
Recommendations Made 
by Civic Societies. 


None of the building items author- 


ized in the first five-year school build- 
ing program which have failed to be 
included in appropriation bills will be 
included in the second five-year pro- 
gram, initial preparation of which’ will 
be undertaken today by school officers 
and members of the legislative commiut- 
tee of the Board of Education, according 
to an announcement yesterday by Dr 
Frank W. Ballou, superintendent of 
schools. 

Dr. Ballou, Daniel J. Donovan, Dis- 
trict auditor, and members of the board 
concur in the belief that unfulfilled 
authorizations in the original five-year 
building program may be expected to 
materialize despite the fact that Con- 
gress originally intended that relief 
planned in the _ five-year program 
should be complete by June 30, 1930 

“There is nothing in the bill au- 
thorizing the first five-year building 
program that says its authorizations 
Shall become inoperative at the end 
of the fiscal year, 1930,” Dr. Ballou 
said 

If their interpretation of the bill is 
correct, officials feel that fulfillment of 
the authorizations in the original five- 
year program, which at the present 
time is but 57 per cent complete, will 
go a long way toward relieving the 
present ills of the public school system. 

Scores of letters have been received 
by the Board of Education ,members 
from various community organizations 
recommending for inclusion in the new 
building program certain items deemed 
imperative to relieve conditions in the 
communities which the _ associations 
represent. These recommendations will 
be given serious consideration by the 
officials in their consideration of the 
new program, Dr. Ballou said.

SURPLUS WINS PRAISE 
OF FEDERATION LEADER 


Clayton Wants Trolley Firms 
Merged; Georgetown Acts 
on Incinerator. 


A. J. Driscoll, one of the founders of 
the Midcity Citizens Association, was 
reelected president of the organization 
for his seventeenth consecutive term by 
a unanimous vote last night. By the 
same ballot, all other officers of the 
association were elected to succeed 
themselves in office. 

William McK. Clayton, chairman of 
the committee cn public utilities of the 


Federation of Citizens Associations, the 
principal speaker at the meeting, come 
plimented Driscoll on his successful ad- 
ministration and declared his surprise 
to learn that the citizens’ group has a@ 
cash balance of more tnan $700 in its 
treasury. “That’s a revelation to mé, 
Most associations of this character are 
continually struggling with a deficit,” 
Clayton said 

Clayton brought up the street car 
fare discussion by pointing out alleged 
discriminatory charges for transporta- 
tion to various sections of the city. He 
declared that some points can bé 
reached by the payment of an eight 
cent or token fare, while other places, 
a shorter distance from the heart of 
the city, cost a larger amount. 


“Good” Merger Proposed. 


Merger might remedy the situation, 
he said, but the form of merger that 
was recently proposed was described by 
him as a “hardboiled company’s mere 
ger. It was not a square deal,” Clay= 
ton said. 

Meeting at the Potomac Bank Hail 
last night, the Georgetown Citizens As~ 
sociation went on record as approving 
the choice vf a site at Thirty-third 
and Water streets for the new refuse 
incinerator plant, with the provision 
that the plant shall not be used for 
the assembly on destruction of garbage, 

The action was taken after Maj], 
Donald A. Davison, Assistant Engineer 
Commissioner, assured those present 
that the plant would be odorless and 
no detriment to the plans of the Park 
and Planning Commission for a park 
at the end of the Key Bridge. 

Of the proposed fare increase under 
consideration at the behest of local 
traction companies, Clayton told the 
Mid-City. Association that it is une 
likely to be put in effect at this time, 


Cites Reserve Funds. 


“Nothing could be worse than ta 
raise street car fares at this time,” he 
said. Company earnings and reservé 
funds were discussed at length by the 
speaker, who said that the Capital 
Traction Co. has a surplus of one and 
a quarter million dollars, while the 
Washington Railway & Electric Co. hag 
six million. 

All of this money came from fares 
paid  .y street car riders, the speakely 
asserted. Clayton also touched on the 
earnings of other public utilities, say- 
ing that no more financially healthy 
concerns can be found than the tele- 
phone, gas, electric light and street cat 
companies of this city 

Another matter taken up at the 
meeting was the application of Miss 
Rose Dowling for rezoning of a housé 
owned by her near the corner of Thir- 
teenth and M streets northwest. It 
was pointed out that an injustice ta 
the owner is being worked by the fails 
ure of the zoning commission to classe 
ify the property in the first commercial] 
zone, although it is next door to & 
gasoline station classed as such. 

The existence of an undesirable stor@ 
in the neighborhod of the Thomag 
School was called to the attention of 
the association by W. H. Richardsoy 
and was ordered referred to the com- 
mitte on police.
